vania will fight to upset the Vast Vir 
Sinia law of February 17 prohibiting 
the transmission of natural gas' from 
that state until after the demands of 
the citizens of West Virginia are sat- 
isfied. The necessary steps were taken 
yesterday by the introduction into the 
Senate of a joint resolution by Sena- 
tor W. E. Crow-directing the attorney 
general to begin proceedings to pro- 
tect the rights of Pennsylvania and 
b«r citizens. The legislation was re- 
ported from committee and read 
first time. 


The preamble of 'the resolution 


reads: 


"There are millions of domestic and 


hundreds of industrial 'consumers of 
natural gas, citizens of this common- 
wealth, who have expended enormous 
anma of money to equip their houses 
and plants, respectively, with appli- 
ances adapted for burning this fnel, 
aad to -restrict and diminish the sup- 
ply to any considerable extent would 
aSect Uw domestic consumers in their 
health, tieir comfort, their conven- 
ience and their welfare; would sub- 
ject .t&em to enormoua property losses 
in.rendering, useless their, present ap- 
pliances an<i necessitating the substi- 
tition of others in many cases re- 
quiring the reconstruction of dwell- 
ings; while the industrial, consumers.

E is claimed. Weather conditions have 
.een unfavorable ""or the production 
•f S£.p and with only about three 
jreeks of the ordinary sugar season 
emaining farmers with maple groves 
re anxiously awaiting more favor- 
ble weather. 
It ;a greatly tovb« regretted, but 
e.er.theless true, that the production 
f maple sugar is one of the declining 
ndustnes of Somerset county. Jjflowly 
ct surely the sugar groves of today 
re passing away. They are but a. 


diminutive remnant of the mighty for- 


of oak, pine, hemlock, locust, 


ickory, beech, sugar and other Um- 


bers that covered Somerset county 
when the first settlers climbed the 
rocky eastern slopes of the Allegheny 
mountains. 


In Somerset county the principal 


sap producing tree ia the one com- 
monly known as the "sugar" tree. An- 
other tres called the "maple" also pro- 
daces sap but of inferior quality and 
smaller quantity. The natural home 
of these trees is the unbroken forest. 
Thus surrounded they grow to a con- 
siderable height with branches on top 
in the shape of a cone The stem of 
the tree in the shape of a huge pole 
produces the sap dur'ng the proper 
season and under the proper weather 
conditions and it is extracted from the 
tree near its root by boring a small 
hole and inserting1 a spout. These 
trees are long Livers but tor the past 
century the woodsmen and farmers' 
axes have been busy djnud!ng the few 
remaining sugar and maple trees of 
their natural protection and today they 
stand alone and in 50 years from now 
will be practically extinct.
